Enjoy Hard: Work, Many Familiar 
Faces Seen. Michigan te 
Increase Quota. 


The Michigan Nationa! guard are 
in camp at the Hanson State military 
reservation for a 15 day: period. The 
troops arrived Friday afternoon and 
evening, and at once the big cainp 
grounds became a hive of hustle. 
The place was transformed from a 
peaceful, restful and _ picturesque 
summer. resort to a busy military 
camp, With its rows of khaki tents 
and thausands of khaki uniformed 
youths. 

Most of the officers in charge were 
not strangers in the camp and to them 
it seemed like getting home. How- 
ever there ‘were many absent ones 
from those who filled the rosters in 
1917, a largé number of whom made 
the ‘supreme sacrifice among the bat- 
tle fields of France, 

Among the ranks there were most- 
ly strangers and it was a pleasure to 
notice so many young lads of about 
the age of 18 years—bright youths, 
with faces beaming and looking for- 
ward to 15 days of hard work, plea- 
sure and the finest building-up train- 
ing that any young man can possibly 
have. 

The first night in camp baptised 
the troops in a deluge of rain; light- 
ning flashed and thunder pealed but 
the tired boys, after a day's ride in 
a railway coach, slept thru it all. 
Since that first night the days have 
been pleasant but a few of the nights 
have. been cool and there has been a 
lively skirmish to get extra blankets. 
In spite of all this the health of the 
camp is pronunced excellent and al- 
most no sickness has been reported. 

Sunday was a day of rest. On 
Monday the real training was begun 
and the men were put thru. field ma- 
neuvers, ‘machine gun, signal work, 
target praétice and many other op- 
erations that come under military 
instruction. 

Officers in Command, 

These are the officers who: will be 
officially in command: Colonel John 
S. Bersey, the adjutant general of 
Michigan; Colonel Earl R. Stewart, 
commanding officer of the camp; 
Major Leroy Pearson, camp quarter- 
master; Major Heinrich A. Pickert, 
eamp. inspector; Major Samuel -D. 
Pepper, camp judge advocate; Major 
Harry E. Loomis, camp ordnance of- 
ficer, and Major H. A. Hume, camp 
surgeon. 

Major Samuel D, Pepper will be 
‘détailed as'‘camp adjutant in addition 
to his duties as camp judge advocate. 
Major Loren Grieves, U. S. A., is the 
senior camp instructor gent here by 
the war department. 

Among the missing officers this 
year are Major Daniel W. Smith, Gen- 
eral John P. Kirk and General Louis 
Covell. 

The grounds this year are wonder- 
ful and Lake Margrethe just as in- 
viting as ever and the men are enjoy- 
ing it immensely. 

Michigan will be asked by the war 
department to double its quota of 
National guardsmen within the next 
60 days, Adjutant General John S. 
Bersey announced Tuesday: upon his 
pues in camp from Lansing. 

his wil mean that an additional 
3, 00 officers and men will be immed- 
iately put into service and will add 
to the units already organized in the 
state, the 107th air squadron, the 
107th medical regiment, the 182nd 
field artillery regiment, the 135th 
ammunition train and a field signal 
battalion. 


The air squadron will be one of the} ~ 


first guard squadron to be organized 
in the country. It will consist of 
about 30 officers and 180 enlisted men, 
and will be completely equipped in- 
cluding eight battle and observation 
planes. This unit will be allotted to 
either Detroit or Grand Rapids, de- 
pending upon the willingness shown 
to organize. 

Bay City, Jackson, Saginaw, Kal- 
amazoo and Ann Arbor all have good 
armories and may come in on the 
new organizations. The 182nd artil- 
lery regiment will be a motorized 
outfit with 155 millimetre guns and 
will in all probability go to Detroit. 
Ann Arbor may get the field signal 
battalion. 

Major General Charles S. Farns- 
worth, chief of infantry of the U. S. 
army arrived in camp Tuesday for an 
inspection of the Michigan National 
guard. General Farnaworth's arrival 
was unheralded, except for a tele- 
gram received late Monday request- 
ing that he be furnished transporta- 
tion into camp. He ia expected to 
make a rigid investigation of the 
troops now in camp. 

Memorial servites in memory of 
Michigan National guard officers and 
men who made the supreme sacrifice 
in France will be held in camp next 
Sunday afternoon, The memorial ser- 
vice was suggested to Colonel Earl R. 
Stewart, camp commander, and he 
immediately instructed Rev, Fr. Dun-

THE DAIRY TRAIN. 


The Better Sire or Dairy train has 
and gone. Those Crawford 


and tho foolishness of trying to dairy 
with beef stock. Still, plenty will 
go on sacrificing the high production 
each year of her life that a rea} dairy 
cow would give, for the sake of hav- 
ing a beefy animal to sell to: the 
butcher. Those who go in for real 
dairying do so with dairy animals and 
forget selling, to the butcher. Which 
is better for Crawford County far- 
mers, to receive a cream check every 
few days, as they might and which 
few do, or, to sell beef once a year. 

The splendid bull that was led onto 
the flat car is none too good for this 
region. Each township board would 
do well to enforce the law, as Maple 
Forest does, against any ‘bulla run- 
ning the road. Otherwise we can 
never improve our stock here. 

Two Pure-bred Bulls, 

The train left two registered pure- 
bred dairy bulls of high quality in the 
county. Conrad Howse obtained one 
by the even trade method, as prom- 
ised; and Will. Feldhauser, of Maple 
Forest, purchased the other. 

The ‘efforts of these men should be 
well supported by al] right-minded 
farmers who would see the dairy 
stock of the county improved. 

That Car of Holsteins. 

Throughout all our efforts to get 
people out to the train we heard an 
incessant tirade against Holsteins, 
because of some poor ones in the car 
bought by the Roscommon Bank. The 
bank bought these in good faith to 
help farmers and should be praised. 
It would be just as sensible to say 
that, because you had met one bad 
man, all men are bad. Yet, last 
Sunday, I met a man who has one of 
those very cows. She looks good, 
and the owner says she is good, too. 

One time a farmer in southern 
Michigan had bought a few pure- 
bred sheep. A neighbor found these 
sheep huddling around a straw stack 
in winter, in a bitter storm of freez- 
ing rain. When reproached by the 
neighbor the owner said: “If pure- 
breds can’t stand more than common 
sheep what's the use of having pure- 
breds?” Purebred stock calls for 
purebred care. There is no need of 
letting stock, that should be our large! 
source of income, rough it as much 
as they do here i in winter. Every day 
of that treatment takes money out 
of the owner’s pocket. “No gains 
without pains.” 

Experimental Farm. 

After the train quite a group of 
people went to the experimental farm 
and there saw that if, in the spring 
it is found that the clover has winter 
killed, there is no need to starve cat- 
tle through the next winter, or to 
buy expensive hay, or to sell off; for 
there are still five ways left to get 
an abundance of feed, which will 
grow in one summer: (1) plant extra 
eorn; (2) sow Sudan grass; (3) sow 
Hubarn clover; (4) sow vetch and 
oats; (5) plant soy beans. Let’s let 
out the puckering strings of our 
minds, and dare to progress in farm- 
ing methods, 


Tall Corn. 

On August 4 we found corn ten 
feet two inches tall on the R. Han- 
son farm. 

Two Cuttings of Alfalfa. 

On the same farm two nice cuttings 
of alfalfa have been taken from the 
same field—the second cutting better 
than the first. More of us could 
start alfalfa. 

We wish every farmer could see 
the thick, beautiful stand of alfalfa, 
where time was applied, on the L. B. 
Merrill farm, and contrast it with the

Former Bookkeeper Charged With 
Mis-Appropriating $8,119—Contrac- 
tors and Agents Others indicted. 


Murquette, Mich.—Sixteen indict- 
menis, involving present and former 
officinls of the Marquette prison and 
othurs have been returned by the 


ing affairs of the institutions for the 
past four weeks, : 

The jury finding states that A. S. 
West, former bookkeeper misappro- 
priated $8,119 of prison funds. Con- 
tractors and sales agents are the oth- 
ers indicted. 

Gross inefficiency on the part of 
the auditor general was held by H. 
A. Higgins, of Chicago, who directed 
the audit of prison books, to be re- 
sponsible for West's defalcations and 
the condition of institutional affairs. 
Politics are scored by the auditor in 
his report, under the heading of gen- 
eral remarks. 

The jury finally is said to have en- 
tirely disregarded the Higgins report 
on the prison accounting, and to have 
based its indictment only on those 
items indicated tn West’s confession 
agalust which the statute of limita- 
tions did not apply. On first presenta- 
tion, the Higgins report indicated a 
defalcation charged to West of $57,000. 
Early in the inquiry an error of $10,- 
000 in the. accounting was acknowl- 
edged. Later scrutiny led the jurors 
to question approximately $30,000 of 
the remaining apparent shortage. 

It is said that it appeared that the 
money in the book shortage had gone 
{nto other financial undertakings of 
the prison proper. 

According to report of the grand 
jury, the indictment against West, the 
former prison bookkeeper, is based on 
his confession prior to his arrest a 
few months ago.

Parcel Post Will Prove Entirely Satis 
factory If Proper Conditions 
Are Maintained. ; : 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


- Parcel post shipments of butter are 
Ukely to be subjected to conditions, 
especially during the summer, which 
may cauce deterioration and injure the 
quality of tbe butter. It ig highly de- 
sirable, say specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
that every possible precaution be tak- 
en before shipment, Particularly is 
this true of farm-made butter, because 
conditions affecting its quafity ond 
condition usually cannot be controlled 
as easily as in creameries. Farm- 
made butter, however, should be muar- 
keted just as satisfactorily as cream- 
ery-made butter when It is properly 
made and prepared for shipment.

cream and the making of butter if a 
inutketable product is to be produced. 
Too much importance, it is suid, cau- 
not he iveu to muintaining cleanty 
conditions in the stable and tn other 
Jlaces where the milk, cream, or but- 
ter are produced or kept. for they ah- 
sorb odors and spoil very quickly. Ir 
is inpertant, too, that these products 
be kept in a cool place. High temper- 
atures should always be avoided, us 
they produce a soft, oily condition of 
the butter which is undesirable. 

In inanufacturing butter on the farm 
or in a factory the buttermilk must 
be removed and washed out, and the 
(proper amount of salt must be incor: 
porated evenly. Frequently parcel 
pest shipments of farm hutter are un- 
satisfactory to customers because 
proper methods were not used In mak- 
ing it, and the quality and condition of 
the butter thereby injured before it 
was shipped. Fur the satisfaction of 
customers it is important that a uni- 
form quality of butter be produced. 

Methods used in preparing butter 
for parcel post. shipping depend large- 
ly upon the local conditions and style 
of package used. To insure delivery 
in the best possible state, butter, after 
being packed, printed and placed in 
cartons. should be chilled or hardened 
thoroughly before it is shipped. 

One of the most satisfactory ways 
of preparing butter for shipment is tn 
regular one-pouud prints, the stand 
ard print measuring 214 by 244 by 4% 
inches. Every pound print should be 
neatly wrapped in regular butter 
parchment or paper. ' A second thick- 
ness of surh paper has been found to 
add materially to the carrying posst- 
hilfty of the butter. Waxed paper may 
be used for the second wrapping. As 
a further protection to the print, it 


should be placed in heavy mantla 
paraftin cartons, whith may be oh- 
tained fram falding paper-boxr  caim- 
panies, either plain or printed as a 


stock carton or with a special private’ 
hrand, 

Corrugated Kher-board shipping con- 
tainers of various sixes may be ob- 
talned for shipping one-pound prints 
of burter, ‘These boxes or containers 
Practically insulate the hutter and for- 
n’sh much protection against heat, 
Further protection may he obtained by 
wrapping the container in stout wrap- 
ping paper. The whole should be tied 
securely with a strong cord. Tn tying 
th. twine it should be drawn tighthy 
nreand the package so us to insure 
Its vroper carriage, 

Sivhe persons ship butter by parcel 
postr in Improvised or home-made con- 
tniners, Clean, sliscarded, corrugated 
rrperbarra cartons are obtained fram 
the grocer or other merchant at smalt 
cost or frequently without any coet at ~ 
all. Tt ts possthle to cut a piece of 
Paper board in such shape and size 
that when it is folded ft will form a 
satisfactory carton.

Connt Leo Tolstoi 
wan born in 1828 
at Yesnaya Poly- 
ana, sear Toala, 
the famity es- 
tate that has be~ 
eome famous 
throughout the 
world an the resi. 
dence of the great 
novelist, reformer 
and dresmer. He 
died in 1919 at a 
ttle railrond sta- 
tion which he had 
reached op a jour- 
ney, the object of 
which wns to jet 
him end Ais daya tn solitude, But o 
whole world waa lsoking on. ’ 

At first he studied arlental languages, 
then law, and finally beename a svldler, 
taking part in the Crimeun cumpatgn. 
Mie long series of writings hegun with 
“Childhood,” “Baylhood,” “The Morning 
of mn Landed Proprictor,” and articles oo 
his experiences ns a soldier. Hia 
realtam was ulrendy a dominant pote. 
ae well as his power to sce through 
shams and conventions. He soon re- 
tired from the army and began hin Hfe 
of mervice to the penannts about him 
at his own estnte. “Wor ond Peace” 
mppeared in 1564-69, and the «rent 
movel “Anna Karenina," 1875576, Al- 
ready he was dealing with the mighty 
problems of life and bumanity and 
trying to selve them in whatever way 
f@eemed to him right, no matter what 
answer the world bad given to them. 
“My Religion,” “The Kreutzer Sonata," 
“Resurrection,” are perhaps the best 
known books, which have béen trana- 
lated into many languages, tneluding 
two edittons published in Americn, of 
some two dozen rolumes ench, one by 
Nathon Haskell Date and others, one 
by Prof. Lea Wiener. A whole library 
of books hna been written sbout bim 
in many Inngoager, 

Toalstul is one of the unique figures 
fa the history of the world. Seer, 
prophet, fearless seeker after truth no 
matter where the guest might lead, he 
drew to himself the respectful atten- 
ton of ail thinking people, no mutter 
how divergent their thoughts from his, 
His belfef that Christinnity {# a faith 
to be actually Hved by and bis cham. 
Plonship of the doctrine of' non-resist= 
mace are the outatanding points of a 
thought which covered all humanity.

Anna Karenina's intimates wete of 
this circle in St. Petersburg society. 
Practically forced into a loveless mar- 
riage with Aleksei Karenin, twenty 
years her sentor, Anna had heen a 
faithful wife for eight years, Karenin 
held a high officiait position and every- 
thing in his life was subardinated to 
his career. He was a tireless worker

were spent in circles hest suited to his 
advancement, but his charming and 
adaptable wife made friends in all 
quarters. While a man of admirable 
character, Karenin bad an utterly un- 
lovable personality. He was very 
calm, cool, absolutely just, but love— 
warm, human love—wwas 4 stranger in 
his bousehold. All the affection of 
Anna Kearenina's heart was lavished on 
her seven-year-old son, Serozha, who 
adored his mother. 

Into this setting, so cunningly fash- 
joned for it, stepped Trouble, in the 
most attractive person of Aleksei 
Vronsky. 

In the city of Moscow Hved Anna's 
brother, Stepan Oblonsky. Stepan, lov- 
able and popular, had a wife, children, 
a salaried official position and some 
money, but, being always in debt. this 
fact and his little “affaires du coeur” 
kept him just sufficiently worried to 
enable him to really enjoy life. 

While on a visit to Moscow Anna 
Karenina met Vronsky. 

Count Vronsky was rich. handsome. 
loved his regiment and his horses, and 
was voted a “capital good fellow.” He 
had appeared in Mescow that winter 
and had been attracted slightly to 
Stepan's. sister-in-law, Kitty. Kitty 
was n pretty and popular debutante, 
daughter of Prince Scherbatsky of the 
ald sobility. Among many cdrutrers, 
she was sure of two serious suitors, 
One was Vronsky, the other Levin. 


Konstantin Levin was also of the old 
Muscovite nobility and had known 
Kitty all her life. As his mother had 
died in his babyhood, the familly life of 
the Scherbatskys had appealed to him 
strongly.

The calm routine of her daily 
life took on a new and attractive as 
pect; she tonged to see her son—ever 
her husband. But-—Vronsky took the 
same train to St. Petersburg. 

They met constantly in societs 
Annu called all the forces of reason ; 
prudence, pride. to her aid, but she 
could not conceal the rupture she felt { 
in Vronsky’s presence. Her intimates 
feeame extremely interested. This | 
was, indeed, an affair after their owp 
hearts, According to thelr code, any { 
thing was proper so long as outward !

His spineless attitude enraged

Karenin waited for the blow to fall. ‘ 
It was finally accomplished by Anna’‘s 
pulfiec exhibition of emotion when ; 
Vronsky met With a racing accident

band, she confessed her love for Vron- : 
sky, Mingled with the pain, Karenin } 
felt a sense of relief, He immediately 
hegan to plan on getting out of the 
mud without being splashed. He con- 
sidered duelling, divorce, sepnration. } 
Being afraid of a pistol, he concluded | 
that his services to the government 
were too valuatle for him to risk his 
Hfe. The scandal of a divorce might 
react against himself and a separation 
would throw Anna into Vronsky's 
arms. The latter was the last thing 
he wanted, It would not punish Anna. 
Hlis decision was to allow her to re 
main in his home—perhaps resume 
thefr old relntiens, He knew this 
would make her most unhappy. His 
justification for this attitude was it» 
religious significance. 

In the meantime, Levin was tryips 
to forget Kitty by devoting himself to | 
work, He beenme much interested In! 
uplifting his peasants, who did bot ap- 
preciate his efforts, He reached the | 
conclusion that they had found the 
way to happiness, but one glimpse of 
Kitty showed him his error and stirred 
up his old feeling for her. Kitty's 
health had so fatled after her disap- 
pointment in Vronsky that she had 
been sent abroad to take a cure. Now, 
having been restored to health and 
having a new outlook on life, she rea- 
lized that it was Levin whom she real. 
ly loved and when he again asked for 
her hand she giadly consented. 

According to Karenin’s decision, 
Anna still had her place as mistress of } 
his household. Karenin was aware 
that she and Vronsky still maintained 
thelr relations, but could do nothing 
about it. In time Anna gave birth to, 
a daughter and was thought to be dy-} 
ing. Karenin’s conduct was magnani- 
mous, even toward Vronsky’s baby. 
Vronsky attempted suicide through 
sheer humiliation, But Anna recov- 
ered, which Karenin had not counted 
on, and with her returning health came 
the conviction that Vronsky was the 
light of Ufe to her. She became so un- 
happy that, tn a moment of weaknesa, 
Karenin was prevailed upon to con- 
sent to divorce, even to take the blame 
and give her the boy. This generosity 
she could not accept and, with Vron- 
sky and her baby, left her husband's 
home and her son, on that Inevitably 
fatal journey of love without the law. 

They went abroad and at first were 
radiantly happy. Then Vronsky tired 
of the atmiega life. They returned to 
Russia and settled in the country. 
Apna's position became so unbearable 
to Vronsky, who adored her, that he. 
finally urged her to appeal to Karenin 
for a divorce. When Karenin refused. 
owing to various circumstances, mat- 
ters grew worse than ever. Anna 
could not go into society, so became 


introspective. Without cause, she 
grew very jealous of Vronsky. She 
took to morphine a8 @ sleeping potion.

Vronsky's grief was overwhelming. 
After many weeks of fllness, he or 
ganized a squadron of cavalry and en- 
tered the Serbian war.

Better babies for Michigan is the 
object of one of the most attractive 
features at the state fair to be held 
in Detroit September 2-11. The fin- 
est babies in the state will gather at 
the fair grounds as entrants in the 
“Better Babies’ Contest,” which will 
open at 10 a, m., Friday, Sept. 2 and 
conclude with the announcement of 
awards at 11 a. m., Saturday, Sept. 
10. 

In its general educational program 
the state fair gives first importance 
to the matter of better human be- 
ings, and so it starts with the babies. 
Dr. E. P. Mills, of Highland Park, | 
will be superintendent of the contest 
and will be assisted by an efficient 
staff of physicians and judges. Not 
only will they award prizes to the blue 
ribbon babies of the state, but to 
each one will be given a careful medi- 
cal examination and scientific advice 
as to the needs of each.

CRAWFORD COUNTY FARM 
CENSUS. 

According to the director of cen- 
sus of Washington there has been a 
decrease in the number of farm in 
operation in Crawford County from 
246 in 1910 to 212 in 1920. There 
has been an increase in the number 
of acres from 46,610 in 1910 to 50,884 
in 1920, and also an increase of 344 
acres of improved land. The value 
vf the farm lands increased from 
$648,340 in 1910 to $1,068,146 in 1920. 

The decrease in the number of 
operated farms from 1910 to 1920 
that the census for the 1920 was 
taken in January, a time of year 
when many move to the city 
for the winter, while in 1910 the cen- 
sus was taken in the summer time, 
Also at that time the big industries 
like the auto factories were paying 
wages that were more attractive than 
farming and thus many farms were 
idle. ‘Lhis same condition existed in. 
other counties. Could the census be 
taken today many active farms could 
be added to this list and Crawford 
eounty and many other agricultural 
regions could make a much more flat- 
tering report.
